Something new in plows Is tieing 
marketed, based on patents Issued to 
Herbert Knight of New York, says the 
Scientific American. 
Instead of sim­ 
ply turning th*- ground over, the new 
Implement shatter* It, the pulverising 
being accomplishetl by a series of ex­ 
plosions that take pine** Indow th e sur­ 
face. The plow is propelled by a gas­ 
oline motor, the exhaust gases frow 
which are conveyed through a suitable 
pipe Into hollow cultivator teeth which 
extend into til*' soli. 
The tower ends of these teeth have 
suitable openings, through which the 
gases discharge with detonating force. 
The 
ground 
Is 
thoroughly 
broken, 
weeds are torn out nnd the earth is 
left in a fluffy ami highly aerated 
state. The detonating ga*'"* are main­ 
ly carbon dioxide, water vapor, oxygen 
and nitrogen, nil beneficial to plant 
growth. 
The force of tIi*' explosions 
destroys fungi, undesirable animal life, 
egg* and larvae.

Outcry is organized against some individual or institu­ 
tion, and the pussy-footing type of politician is ready to unload 
his convictions, or his sense of justice, as excess baggage in the 
hope of calming the claque. 
Great men do not proceed on any such principle. 
They do 
not throw principles or persons to the dogs merely because for 
the time being that would appear to be the popular thing. 
Pon­ 
tius Pilate, who saw no wrong in the Redeemer, but was willing 
to turn Him over to the mob for crusifixion merely because the 
crowd howled long enough for the sacrifice, is not rated as one of 
the world’s heroes or sages. 
Honesty in politics is the best expediency. 
The political lead­ 
er who has never learned to weather a storm is not a safe pilot 
either in clear or rough weather. 
What is needed in American public life today more than all 
else is not so much more brains as more courage. 
And, after all, 
there is nothing the American people so much admire as courage.

Novel Plow Shatters 
Ground by Explosions 
Something new* in plows is being 
marketed, based on patents Issued to 
Herbert Knight of New York, says the 
Scientific American. 
Instead of sim­ 
ply turning the ground over, the new* 
implement shatters It, the pulverizing 
being accomplished by a series of ex­ 
plosions that take place below the sur­ 
face. 
The plow Is propelled by a gas­ 
oline motor, the exhaust gases frow 
which are conveyed through a suitable 
pipe into hollow cultivator teeth which 
extend into the soil. 
The lower ends of these teeth have 
suitable openings, through which tile 
gases discharge with detonating force. 
The 
ground 
is 
thoroughly 
broken, 
weeds are torn out and the earth is 
left in a fluffy and highly aerated 
state. The detonating gases are main­ 
ly carbon dioxide, water vapor, oxygen 
and nitrogen, all beneficial to plant 
growth. 
The force of tho explosions 
destroys fungi, undesirable animal life, 
eggs and larvae. 


Poison in Freckle Cream 
An extraordinary case of a woman 
who was made ill for six years by the 
habitual use of a freckle cream is re­ 
corded by two physicians, Dr. A. Alex­ 
ander and Dr. K. Mendel. 
She went from one physician to an­ 
other complaining of headaches, pain 
in the hack, dragging pains in tile 
limbs, sleeplessness and general de­ 
bility. ’rile doctors’ diagnoses included 
rheumatism neurasthenia, hysteria and 
disturbance of the thyroid and other 
glands. 
At last tile ointment was suspected 
and found to contain mercury, says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
In the six years 
siie had rubbed on lier face 13 ounces 
of mercury, which hod caused chronic 
poisoning. 
It took lier IT* months to recover her 
health after the use of the ointment 
was stopped.
